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Mattings will be in ‘safe 
hands’, says city council

THE Makings - one of Ely’s most 
popular landmarks and wedding 
venues - is being taken over by the 
City of Ely Council. 

At an extraordinary meeting held 
on Monday night, city councillors 
unanimously agreed to accept a raft 
of responsibilities from East 
Cambridgeshire District Council. 

As a result, The Makings, located in 
Ship Lane, in its entirety will shortly 
be leased to the city council on a 
99-year lease, for a peppercorn rent. 

La Raza, which will soon be open¬ 
ing a cocktail bar and restaurant at 
the Riverside venue, will have their 
lease re-assigned to the city council, 
which also owns Ely’s former magis¬ 
trates’ court, in Lynn Road, and his¬ 
toric Makings Cottage, located a 
stone’s throw from The Makings - 
both of which have been standing 
empty for some time. 

Ely’s Mayor, Cllr Elaine Griffin- 
Singh, admits both buildings have 
been empty and unused for “too 
long” but insists “exciting plans” for 
both are soon to be announced. 

Speaking about the handover of 
The Makings, she said: “It has been a 
long-term aspiration of many of the 
city councillors to bring The Makings 
into the safe hands of the city coun¬ 
cil. 

“I am delighted to have been able to 
work with the district council to 
bring about this transfer.” 

The city council has also accepted 



the responsibility for any future 
grant funding to Arts Development 
in East Cambridgeshire (ADeC), Ely 
Museum and the Shopmobility 
Scheme operated by the museum. 

Cllr Griffin-Singh says the agree¬ 
ment between the two authorities is 
designed to “ensure the future of 
vital cultural activities in East 
Cambridgeshire”. 

Elie Hughes, curator at Ely Museum, 
said: “We look forward to working in 
partnership with the city council to 
celebrate Ely’s heritage.” 

A spokeswoman for ADeC, which is 
based at the Babylon Gallery, in 
Waterside, said the organisation is 
“very pleased” to be working with 
the city council. 

However, the organisation says it 
will be re-structuring and prioritis¬ 
ing what services it provides, with 
more of a focus on Ely Cinema and 
the Babylon Gallery itself. 

Cllr James Palmer, leader of East 
Cambridgeshire District Council, 
said: “We have worked incredibly

hard with the city council to come up 
with a way to protect the cultural 
heritage of Ely. 

“We believe the solution we have 
developed meets the needs of every¬ 
one involved. 

“In these difficult financial times, 
we feel this transfer is the ideal out¬ 
come not only for the organisations 
involved but most importantly for 
our residents.” 

John Hill, the district council’s 
chief executive, said the transfer of 
the responsibilities will help the 
authority to save in the region of 
£230,000 over five years.

MP speaks up 
over turbines 


ERECTING four wind tur¬ 
bines on the outskirts of 
Haddenham would “substan¬ 
tially alter the fabric of the 
local area”. 

That’s the message from Sir 
fim Paice, MP for South East 
Cambridgeshire, who has for¬ 
mally objected to the pro¬ 
posed Berry Fen Wind Farm. 

Sir lim said: “This is not 
about the rights or wrongs of 
onshore wind farms. 

“The problem in this case is 
that the proposed site is sim¬ 
ply far too close to residential 
property. 

“The development would 
also result in a loss of prime 
agricultural land and would 
substantially alter the fabric 
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of the local area.” 

As previously reported, REG 
Windpower wants to build 
four wind turbines at Berry 
Fen - land between the 
villages of Haddenham 
and Aldreth. The 
height of each turbine 
would be 130m. 

REG Windpower 
says the new turbines 
could provide enough 
renewable energy to 
power 4,500 homes but 
protestors, who have 
formed the Stop Berry Wind 
Farm campaign, say the tur¬ 
bines will “destroy the peace 
and tranquility” of the area, 


“wreak havoc” on local wild¬ 
life and have a detrimental 
impact on local property pric¬ 
es. 

Richard Parkes, from the 
group, said: “We are 
delighted that Sir lim 
has taken the time to 
visit the proposed 
wind turbine site 
and that he opposes 
the plans which, if 
successful, would 
destroy the tranquil¬ 
lity and aspect of our 
beautiful country¬ 
side.” 

A screening opinion for the 
scheme has been submitted 
to East Cambridgeshire 
District Council.

Investigation into arson attack

A spokeswoman for 
Cambridgeshire Fire and 
Rescue Service said breathing 
apparatus and two hose reels 
were used to put the fire out, 
and that crews did not return 
to their bases until 1.55am. 

Examinations proved that the 
blaze was started deliberately.

pasty and their farmhouse pasty. 

Mr Edis said: “Obviously we’re 


over the moon with how well we did. 

“There were 380 products in the 
eight categories that we entered so 
there was a heck of a lot of competi¬ 
tion.” 

Edis’ new sweet chilli burger, 
which has only just gone on sale, 
was one of the products which 
scooped a Silver award. 


Energy plant plans 
back on the table 


MAMMOTH plans to build a plant 
to turn maize into renewable ener¬ 
gy in East Cambridgeshire have re¬ 
surfaced. 

Pretoria Energy Ltd, the firm run 
by local farmer Richard Lee and 
which is currently building ‘anaero¬ 
bic digester facilities’ in Chittering, 
applied to Fenland District Council 
for planning permission to build 
another plant around 10 miles away 
last year, but the proposals were 
rejected. 

Now the company has submitted a 
fresh set of plans for the develop¬ 
ment on land east of Greys Farm in 
Iretons Way, Chatteris - around 
500m from Mepal Outdoor Centre - 
which bosses insist resolves the pre¬ 
vious concerns raised. 

The plans involve building four 
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‘primary digester tanks’ measuring 
22.4m by 8.4m, eight storage tanks 
of varying size, three ‘secondary 
digester tanks’ measuring 33.9m by 
12.8m, a ‘digestate tank’ measuring 
36.7m by 12.8m and a ‘gas scrub 
unit’ with chimneys 11.5m high. 

The firm also wants to build a new 
weighbridge adjacent to the plant 
area for vehicles to use. The whole 
aim of the plant is to turn maize into 
renewable energy. 

In a statement to the councils, 
their agents said the tanks would all 
be grey in colour in order to “blend 
into the skyline”. 

They said: “Energy projects such 
as this are promoted by the 
Government because they produce 


renewable sources of heat and 
power whilst contributing towards a 
reduction in the generation of 
greenhouse gases. 

“The Landscape Impact 
Assessment demonstrates that the 
development would not have a det¬ 
rimental effect upon the local land¬ 
scape. 

“Some parts of the process could 
potentially give rise to odour emis¬ 
sions, which would be alleviated 
through the adoption of standard 
best practice measures. 

“No other pollution issues are con¬ 
sidered to be of overriding concern.”

Don’t fall 
victim to 
fraudsters, 
say police 

RESIDENTS - particularly 
the elderly - are being 
urged not to allow people 
claiming to be from the 
water board into their 
homes without carrying 
out proper checks first. 

Police are warning 
homeowners in the Ely 
area to be on their guard 
after Anglian Water sent 
out thousands of letters to 
homes and businesses 
detailing its plans to carry 
out a ‘flush’ of the city’s 
water mains. 

The letter is legitimate 
but police are concerned 
that the work could lead 
to fraudsters using it as an 
opportunity to pose as 
Anglian Water employees 
in order to gain entry to 
homes. 

Sue Loaker, a crime 
reduction officer who is 
based at Ely police 
station, said: “Residents of 
Ely have been sent a letter 
from Anglian Water 
advising that essential 
work to the water supply 
will take place between 
March 31 and April 25. 

“Anglian Water has 
confirmed that it is 
extremely unlikely that 
there will be any need for 
their work force to have 
access to your home to 
test your water supply or 
water pressure. 

“The police always 
advise that residents use a 
door chain to all callers 
and check their 
identification. 

“If in any doubt they are 
genuine, please contact 
Anglian Water to confirm 
they are legitimate and 
not a bogus caller before 
you allow them entry into 
your home.” 

Police say the fraudsters 
often work in pairs and 
target elderly or 
vulnerable homeowners 
in particular.

HOLLYWOOD star Michael Fassbender was 
spotted in Ely sporting a full beard while on 
the way to the set of his latest film.

Social club fire 
was accidental 


RESIDENTS in the tiny ham¬ 
let of Wardy Hill are devas¬ 
tated after a fire broke out in 
the social club. 

The blaze started in the 
kitchen area of Wardy Hill 
Social Club, near Coveney, 
last Thursday night and thou¬ 
sands of pounds worth of 
damage has been caused. 

Firefighters from Soham 
and Chatteris were called to 
the fire at around 7.35pm and 
spent more than two hours 
extinguishing the flames. 

The club, located on The 
Green, was built in 1830 as a 
chapel but has been used as a 
social club for the last 91 
years. 

The cause of the fire was 
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accidental and thought to 
have been caused by the 
immersion heater. 

Alice Houghton, 89, chair¬ 
man of the trustee group 
which owns and runs the 
club, said: “We’re all devas¬ 
tated by what’s happened. 

“The club is extremely 
important to our village and 
although we believe the dam¬ 
age is repairable we’re still 
sad. 

“Even though Wardy Hill is 
tiny, the club is used quite 
regularly, whether that be by 
the Women’s Institute, for 
dominoes or for bingo and 
whist drives. 


“The building is owned by 
the village and thankfully it’s 
fully insured so everything 
will be fine. We hope we’ll all 
be able to use the club again 
soon. 

“We’re just relieved it wasn’t 
burnt down.” 

Two fire crews attended the 
blaze. A spokesman for 
Cambridgeshire Fire and 
Rescue Service said firefight¬ 
ers extinguished the flames 
using a hose reel and a jet. 

They cleared the smoke 
using a positive pressure ven¬ 
tilation fan and they returned 
to their stations by 10pm. 

The trustees are now plan¬ 
ning to get the building struc¬ 
turally examined.

What I would like to see is a collection service 
that will pick up bundled twigs and brown 
bagged garden waste in addition to the 
contents of the green wheeled bin. A second 
wheeled bin doesn’t solve the problem of long 
twigs and branches and still restricts the 
amount of garden refuse that can be put out so 
is unsatisfactory. I am sure most people will 
anyway not be prepared to pay the council’s 
extortionate £50 charge for a second bin that 
they may only use a few times per year. 

Come on council, you used to provide a 
satisfactory green waste service, please 
reinstate a sensible green waste collection. It 
would be very easy to provide an email address 
where residents could request a side waste 
pickup if a different vehicle is required.

PLAYTIME in Sutton is much more fun 
these days. 

Facilities in the village were so poor that 
in 2012 a specialist group - the Sutton- 
in-the-lsle Play Project (SIPP) - was set 
up to campaign for improvements. 

The group and the parish council have 


been working tirelessly ever since, 
holding extensive public consultation 
exercises with residents and the village’s 
primary school children. 

Their work was then given a huge boost 
earlier this year when waste management 
company, Ameycespa, awarded them a 


grant of £40,000 to install new equipment 
at the play area in Stirling Way. 

Pontefract-based firm Sutcliffe Play 
moved onto the site earlier this month and 
the exciting new facilities were formally 
re-opened to little ones and their families 
on Wednesday afternoon. 


Residents ‘baffled’ 
by council tax rise 


RESIDENTS across the Ely area have 
been left scratching their heads after 
discovering their council tax bills are 
going up. 

Leaders at East Cambridgeshire 
District Council confirmed last month 
they were freezing council tax for the 
first time in three years, so many resi¬ 
dents assumed their total council tax 
bill for 2014/15 would be the same as 
last year. 

However, council tax in the district 
is divided between five different 
groups, all of whom are able to in¬ 
crease their precepts, meaning the tax 
has actually risen again this year. 

While the district council and the 
fire authority have frozen their pre¬ 
cepts, the county council has increa¬ 
sed its precept by two per cent and the 
police and crime commissioner pre¬ 
cept has been hiked by 1.9 per cent. 

Each village and town in the district, 
as well as the city of Ely, is also affect-

ed by what the fifth group, the parish/ 
town/city council, decides to do with 
its precept. The City of Ely Council 
increased its precept by 2.6 per 
cent, whereas Littleport Parish 
Council froze its precept. In 
Soham, the town council 
decreased its precept by one 
per cent. 

Among the parish councils 
in-creasing their precept are 
Haddenham, Little Down- 
ham, Stretham and Wil- 
burton. 

Trevor Knight, from Soham, 
said he and his neighbours were 
“confused”. 

He said: “I was led to believe council 
tax was being frozen this year. The 
district council said they weren’t 
going to increase the council tax and 


yet mine’s gone up. 

“Mine and my neighbour’s tax has 
gone up by around £2 a month, which 
might not sound a lot but it’s frustrat¬ 
ing, and we’re confused.” 

An Ely resident, who did not want to 
be named, said: “I’m baffled 
after receiving my council tax 
bill through the post. 

“Last month we were all 
told our council tax rates 
would be the same next 
year as they were this year 
as the council was freezing 
it, but mine has gone up. 

“I’d like some answers 
please.” 

The district council has been 
able to freeze its council tax pre¬ 
cept for the first time in three years as 
despite refusing the Government’s 
offer of a Council Tax Freeze Grant in 
2012, the authority has this time 
decided to accept it.

MORE needs to be done to protect the Ely 
area from potential flooding, according to 
Lucy Frazer, Conservative parliamentary 
candidate for South East Cambridgeshire. 

Mrs Frazer is so concerned about flood 
risks in the local area that she visited the 
Ely Group of Internal Drainage Boards 
(IDB) to see what needs to be done. 


She said: “Now that the weather has 
changed we must not forget the risk we 
face from flooding. It is important that the 
risks in this rural constituency are 
carefully considered and appropriate 
action taken.” 

Andrew Newton, an engineer at the Ely 
Group IDBs, said “In order to avert the 


disasters we have seen in previous years 
such as in 1953 we need to take action 
now. 

“As well as investing in capital assets it 
is vital that money is spent on ongoing 
maintenance. If we don’t maintain the 
embankments we are at risk of future 
flooding.” 


Teacher shortage 
‘will get worse’ 


TEACHER shortages in 
Cambridgeshire are among the most 
critical in the country - and are set to 
get worse. 

The shortfall is expected to run into 
the hundreds by 2015 in the county 
according to analysts, with the most 
extreme shortages being felt in maths 
and physics. 

Cambridgeshire is struggling to 
attract teachers, particularly in the 
north of the county, because of a per¬ 
ception there is nothing much for 
young adults to do there. 

The lack of staff threatens to bloat 
class sizes and increase the number of 
pupils being taught by untrained staff, 
and could harm UK business by fail¬ 
ing to provide enough workers with 
physics and maths skills. 

There are about 500 unqualified 
teachers working in Cambridgeshire 
schools, which also employ more than 
5,500 teaching assistants, according to

Government data. 

David Maynard, of The Cambridge 
Partnership, an initial teacher train¬ 
ing provider based in Sawtry, is on the 
frontline of Cambridgeshire’s recruit¬ 
ment drive for teachers and believes at 
least some of the answers lie within 
those groups. 

He said: “With teacher shortages 
around the country getting more and 
more severe, tapping into the pool of 
existing school staff to help raise their 
qualifications and bring them up to 
QTS seems like an obvious solution.” 

Graduates tend to gravitate towards 
the major cities meaning rural areas, 
especially in the east, miss out. 

Mr Maynard, whose partnership has 
teamed up with Hibernia College UK 
to deliver what he calls England’s first 
online and in-school professional 
development programme, said: “It’s 


difficult to say why Cambridgeshire 
has such a shortage of teachers but I 
think if you go out and visit the area it 
might become clearer. 

“Cambridge is in a bubble, but you go 
north to places like Soham and Sawtry, 
you will find it much more difficult to 
get people. 

“You need to see what it is they want. 
And I think increasingly I think they 
want to go somewhere of an evening, 
particularly the younger teachers, and 
you’re lucky in some places in the Fens 
if you get a pub and a cinema. 

“There aren’t the nightclubs and 
things like that and then the schools 
have not got the budgets to pay their 
moving costs or to give them other 
incentives.” 

He also suggested the A14 is putting 
teachers off coming to the region. 
Graduates are also being snapped up 
by industry, who can offer much high¬ 
er salaries. 


Three arrested following car pursuit 


A MAN has been charged with taking 
a car without the owner’s consent 
following a police pursuit. 

A Volvo car failed to stop for officers 
in Hamilton Road, Newmarket, at 
around 12.45am on Monday. The 
vehicle was eventually stopped in the 
village of Horringer and three people 
were arrested. 

Darren Thurling, 38, of Duck Lane, 
Haddenham, has been charged with 
taking the car without the owner’s 
consent, using a motor vehicle with¬ 


out insurance and driving a motor 
vehicle without a licence. He will 
appear at Cambridge Magistrates’ 
Court on April 9. 

A 32-year-old man from the Ely area 
was arrested on suspicion of drink 
driving and dangerous driving and 
has been bailed to return to Bury St 
Edmunds Police Investigation Centre 
on April 30. A 31-year-old woman, 
also from the Ely area, was arrested 
on suspicion of theft but no further 
action is being taken against her.

A FORMER vicarage, which has been 
subject to a contentious planning 
application, could soon be at the cen¬ 
tre of a fresh set of proposals, it has 
been revealed. 

“Numerous” offers have been made 
on Croylands, in Cambridge Road, Ely 
- some “substantially” over the ask¬ 
ing price. The final decision as to who 
purchases the building now lies with 
Cambridgeshire County Council. 

Simon Riggall, from Lambert Smith 
Hampton, the specialists handling 
the sale of the Grade Il-listed build¬ 
ing, says some potential buyers have 
planning applications in mind. 

He said: “Numerous offers have now 
been made on Croylands, which is 
obviously great news. 

“What’s interesting is that some of 
those offers are substantially over the 
£650,000 asking price - not just a little 
over but thousands of pounds over. 

“I know some of the proposed buy¬ 
ers have planning applications up 
their sleeves, so discussions between 
the county council are ongoing. 

“I think the future for Croylands 
certainly looks exciting.” 

The former vicarage and day care 
centre was due to be sold at an auc¬ 
tion in London last month. 

However, despite “significant inter¬ 
est”, the highest bid was £636,000 - 



just £14,000 short of the reserve. 

In January, retirement home devel¬ 
opers, McCarthy and Stone, 
abandoned their plans for 
Croylands after the county 
council announced it would 
be putting the property 
back on the market. 

The Dorset-based com¬ 
pany wanted to transform 
the building, located in 
Ely’s conservation centre, 
into apartments for the 
elderly. 

The proposals involved restor¬ 
ing the building, which is crumbling 
into a state of decay, and demolishing 
part of it at the rear to make way for a 
three-storey extension. 

The scheme was one of the most 


controversial planning applications 
East Cambridgeshire District Council 
has ever received, attracting more 
than 200 letters of objection. In 
December, the plans were 
thrown out for good. 

The scheme was consid¬ 
ered to be overdevelopment 
of the site and other object¬ 
ed that the applicants were 
not prepared to offer enough 
money for social housing in 
the district. 

But an ecological study had 
also not been carried out cor¬ 
rectly meaning that Great Crested 
Newts, which were reported to be in 
the area, would have been at risk. 

An agreement on the sale of the 
building is expected soon.

A CONSERVATIVE councillor has 
bemoaned the system in which 
schools have to battle it out 
against each in a “nasty, competi¬ 
tive world”.

Cllr Rouse, who represents Ely 
and is also an author and histori¬ 
an, was speaking at the county 
council’s children and young peo¬ 
ple scrutiny committee, discuss¬ 
ing how to narrow the gap in 
attainment between well-off and 
poorer pupils. Cambridgeshire has 
among the widest gaps in perfor¬ 
mance in the country between the 
two groups. 

A report found getting extra sup¬

Crossing granted funding

MP for North East Cambridge¬ 
shire, Steve Barclay, local council¬ 
lors, Busy Fingers Pre-school and 
the primary school itself are all in 
support of the campaign and Cam¬ 
bridgeshire County Council has 


agreed to pay £10,000 towards the 
cost of the new crossing.

Council has voted to put forward 
the remaining £5,000 needed. The 
money will come from section 106 
funding for the village. 

Emma said: “It’s great news that 
the parish council has agreed to 
put forward the rest of the funding. 

“The county council has agreed 
to pay £10,000 and we were going to 
raise the rest of the money our¬ 
selves, so we’re extremely grateful 


to the parish council. 

“It means the crossing is one step 
closer and I’m over the moon with 
how things have progressed so 
soon after launching the cam¬ 
paign.” 

MP Barclay said: “Having viewed 
first-hand the number of children 
and vehicles at school closing time, 
there is a clear need in my view for 
a zebra crossing.” 

The new crossing is subject to 
further discussions between the 
county and district councils.

Landlord insists 
£40k rent is ‘fair’ 


A LANDLORD has defended his 
decision to charge £40,000 a 
year rent for a shop which has 
stood empty for more than two 
years. 

James Bateson, from local 
property management firm 
Rannerlow Ltd, is asking £40,000 
a year for the former Millets store 
in Ely’s Market Place. 

The premises, which have 
stood empty for more than 24 
months, are currently covered 
by A1 use but, as previously 
reported, Mr Bateson has applied 
to change the use to Al, A2 and 
A3, which he hopes will widen 
the building’s appeal. 

But residents have slammed 
£40,000 in rent as “pure greed” , 
saying that’s the reason why the 
shop, which is 2,015 square feet, 
is still empty. 

Graham Hawes, of West Fen 
Road, Ely, said: “No wonder the 
old Millets store is still empty if 
they’re asking £40,000 a year for

the rent. That seems very steep 
to me. Surely it would be in the 
landlord’s interest to lower the 
rent and actually get the build¬ 
ing occupied? 

“I can’t see many independent 
businesses being able to afford 
that and let’s face it, the majority 
of national firms are going to 
be waiting to move on to 
one of the out-of-town 
developments in the 
pipeline.” 

A nearby shopkeeper, 
who did not want to be 
named, said: “£40,000 a 
year in rent is pure 
greed. 

“The shop has been 
empty for more than two 
years; it looks a state now and I 
know that quite a lot of work is 
needed inside. 

“The majority of businesses 
cannot afford that sort of rent so 


what is the landlord going to do, 
just allow it to stand there and 
rot?” 

Speaking to Ely News, Mr 
Bateson said: “I don’t believe 
£40,000 is too steep. The rent is 
calculated per square foot and 
this building is a large unit. It 
also wouldn’t be fair for us to 
lower the rent as it has to be fair 
for all. 

“I don’t think our other 
tenants would be too 
happy if we were mani¬ 
pulating the rent just 
to get the premises 
occupied. 

“The premises are in 
a prime location in Ely 
and I am confident we 
will have a tenant soon, 
although I admit I do think 
it will have to be a national chain 
of some sort.” 

The change of use application 
is currently in the hands of the 
district council.

RESIDENTS in the Ely area 
who are 0 negative and B 
negative are being urged to 
donate their blood as soon as 
possible. 

NHS Blood and Transplant 
(NHSBT) says stocks of the 
two blood types are currently 
at their lowest level for four 
years. 

Donors with blood group 0 
negative are typically known 
as the “universal donor” as 
their blood can be given to 
patients with a different blood 
group, which can prove vital in 
an emergency situation. 

B negative blood is in 
demand as certain ethnic 
groups are more prone to 
particular diseases which 
require blood, such as sickle 
cell anaemia and thalassemia, 
and a higher proportion of 
these ethnic groups are Group 
B. 

Group B negative blood can 
be given to B negative or B 
positive patients. 

Derek Carr, lead donor 
relations manager at NHSBT, 
said: “Stocks of 0 negative 
and B negative are lower than 
we would like them to be. We

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O UT on the water is 
where Claire Connon 
feels most at home. 
Rowing down the River Cam 
as the sun begins to rise; wind 
in her hair and a smile on her 
face, the 28-year-old feels 
truly alive. It’s where she is 
supposed to be. “It feels like 
the most natural place for me 
to be,” muses Claire when we 
meet at her Cambridge home. 
“It’s where I belong and what I 
should be doing - I just love 
it.” 

Rowing is Claire’s life; she 
lives and breathes the sport, 
every day getting up at the 
crack of dawn to snatch just a 
few moments on the water - 
“my friends and family think 
I’m mad,” she laughs. 

Mad? Maybe. Inspiring?

Diagnosed with a rare con¬ 
dition called Ehlers-Danlos 
syndrome when she was in 
her second year studying 
geography at Cambridge 
University, Claire now uses a 
wheelchair and has to take all 
her food through a tube.

When budding rower Claire 
Connon was diagnosed with a 
rare and life-limiting condition, 
she thought she'd never pick up 
an oar again.

Claire. “My mum wanted to 
throw away some of my old 
rowing kit and I said no, I 
couldn’t come to terms with 
the fact I couldn’t row. 

“I felt like if I gave those 
things up, it would be admit¬ 
ting that I wasn’t going back to 
rowing and that wasn’t some¬ 
thing I was prepared to do.” 

And she didn’t. 

In 2012 Claire started para¬ 
rowing and hasn’t looked back 
since. She now has her sights 
firmly set on following in the 
footsteps of her heroes and 
competing at the Rio Para¬ 
lympics in 2016. “I sit and 
watch the Paralympics and 
think I want to be on that 
podium one of these days,” 
Claire smiles. 

“I was at Eton Dorney in 2012 
and it was amazing, but all I 
kept thinking was ‘I want to 
be in that boat’. It’s my ulti¬ 


mate ambition - I want to be 
the best, there’s no point in 
aiming for anything else real¬ 
ly, is there?” 

Claire was always an active 
child. Growing up she signed 
up to any sport she could. 

“I’ve always loved sport,” she 
says. “I had more after-school 
clubs on than there were days 
in the week at one point. 
Netball, rounders, badmin¬ 
ton, diving - whatever sport 
they could offer.” 

But it was rowing that really 
got her heart pumping. Claire 
first got involved in 2004 when 
she was asked to join the uni¬ 
versity boat club (“mainly 
because I was tall!”) and was 
instantly hooked. It looked 
like she was on the path to a 
promising career in the sport, 
but when she picked up a 
virus out of the blue, every¬ 
thing changed. “I can tell you

All my energy 
suddenly went and all I could 
think was ‘I need to get home 
right now’.” 

Claire’s health started dete¬ 
riorating at an alarming pace. 
She was determined to carry 
on as normal, but even per¬ 
forming the smallest of tasks 
was now proving to be the 
ultimate struggle. She was in 
complete turmoil. “I was so 
tired all the time and had a lot 
of joint pain,” Claire remem¬ 
bers, describing some of her 
symptoms. 

“It was a fatigue I’d never 
experienced before; it wasn’t 
like you’d just worked really 
hard, it was never-ending, al¬ 
most like a climbing through 
treacle sensation. 

“No matter how hard you 
tried, you still couldn’t get 
anywhere. I would fall asleep 
at my desk because even the 
gap between my desk and my 
bed was too much - I was so 
weak. 

“I was forced to give up row¬ 
ing and spent several months 
getting a lot worse. My knees 
kept buckling and I ended up 
on crutches and then eventu¬ 
ally a wheelchair.” 

Claire’s mobility wasn’t the 
only thing to suffer; she soon 
started developing severe 
problems with her gastric sys¬ 
tem too. “I was throwing up 
after every meal; I would even 
throw up my evening meal at 
breakfast the next morning,” 
says Claire. “It got to a point 
where I couldn’t really eat at 
all.” 

Claire had expected her time 
at university to be one of the 
best experiences of her life, 
but, in fact, it was turning into 
a nightmare. How did she stay 
strong? “I’ve always tried to be 
positive person and sitting in 
bed moping all day isn’t going 
to change anything,” says 
Claire. 

“All I knew was that I wanted 
to finish my degree, so that’s 
all I focused on and I didn’t 
have time to freak out about 
being ill. 

“The university wanted to 
give me an unclassified mark 
but I said no, I wanted to stay 
on and finish my degree, 
regardless of whatever classi¬ 
fication I could get. I worked 
half an hour on, and half an 
hour off, through my exam 
period and pretty much sur¬ 
vived them by living on 
Haribo and Lucozade. I just 
needed enough sugar to keep 
me awake. “ 

Doctors had initially diag¬ 
nosed Claire with ME, but her 
symptoms didn’t seem to 
quite add up. “I had more and 
more symptoms that didn’t fit 
their diagnosis and after join¬ 
ing an ME charity for young 
people, we discovered there 


was a group of us who all had 
very similar symptoms,” 
Claire explains. 

“After five years of misdiag¬ 
nosis I persuaded my GP to 
send me to a doctor in London 
who specialised in a condi¬ 
tion called Ehlers-Danlos 
syndrome (EDS), and he took 
one look at me and said ‘why 
has it taken so long for some¬ 
one to work this out? It’s so 
obvious’.” 

EDS is a rare genetic condi¬ 
tion which affects the con¬ 
nective tissue in the body. 
Notoriously hard to diagnose; 
typical symptoms include 
stretchy skin, loose joints and 
extremely fragile body tis¬ 
sues, not to mention chronic 
and excruciating pain. 
Misdiagnosed and often mis¬ 
understood by the medical 
community, Claire believes 
she’s actually suffered from 
EDS since childhood. “I’d had 
problems with my joints since 
I was tiny and always had lots 
of strains and sprains. 
Doctors just assumed I had 
weak joints because of all the 
diving and gymnastics. But I 
do remember one time being 
sent home from school 
because my knees had locked 
and I couldn’t walk, so it was 
always there lurking.” 

After so long spent search¬ 
ing in vain for the correct 
diagnosis, Claire admits it 
was huge relief to finally be 
able to put a name to the con¬ 
dition. “It was like, I know you 
have just told me I have an 
incurable disease, but at least 
I know now and I was able to 
finally get the help I needed. I 
realised I wasn’t alone any¬ 
more.” 

But she was still incredibly 
weak. Now a full-time wheel¬ 
chair user and unable to keep 
anything she was eating 
down, every day was a strug¬ 
gle. “My eating was gradually 
getting worse and worse,” 
Claire remembers. “Because 
of the EDS my stomach 
became kind of floppy and 
didn’t have the ability to push 
any food through.” 

Claire was becoming severe¬ 
ly malnourished, and after 
trying several different nutri¬ 
tion methods, with varying 
results, in 2012 doctors decid¬ 
ed that she needed to be 
fed intravenously, on 
Total Parenteral 
Nutrition (TPN). 

It proved the 
turning point. “I 
have a little hole 
here,” she says, 
tapping her 

heart. “And ^ 

there’s a devise 
underneath my skin 
which I put a needle in 
and connect to a bag of fluid 
full of glucose, vitamins, min¬ 
erals - basically everything I 
need to keep me alive each 
day. 

“For 12 hours every night I

attach the drip bag to the 
device, which then infuses 
with my blood. 

“It is hard work and a com¬ 
plete pain but it was the best 
decision I ever made,” she 
smiles. “Right from the begin¬ 
ning the change in me was 
just fantastic; it was like I was 
a completely different person. 
My friends and family 
couldn’t believe it, they used 
to see me just sleeping and 
barely able to function, but 
after starting TPN I finally 
found the energy I had before 
I was ill.” 

After discovering a local 
adaptive rowing club, Claire 
even felt well enough to return 
to the water. It proved to be a 
life-changing decision. “I dis¬ 
covered I was actually quite 
good at it. In fact, I was a 
much better adaptive rower 
than I had ever been as an 
able-bodied rower!” 

‘Quite good’ may be a slight 
understatement. Within six 
weeks of taking up the sport 
again, Claire entered her first 
para-rowing competition. It 
was a success, in fact, a huge 
success. “I won my first adap¬ 
tive race in Wales,” she smiles 
proudly. “It was fantastic, I 
was so happy. I was absolutely 
knackered most of the time 
too but I loved being back. 

“I realised rowing made me 
so much calmer and less 
stressed; you don’t have to 
worry about anything else - 
you are just there to row and 
can ignore the rest of the 
world.” 

That race in Wales was just 
the start. Over the last two 
years, Claire’s para-rowing 
career has gone from strength 
to strength. She now trains at 
least 10 times a week, lifts 
weights close to those re¬ 
quired of the able-bodied GB 
athletes and now has her 
sights firmly set on the ulti¬ 
mate goal; to break new medi¬ 
cal, scientific and sporting 
grounds by becoming the first 
intravenously-fed athlete to 
compete at a Paralympics. It’s 
awe-inspiring stuff. 

In her darkest hours, when 
rowing seemed a distant 
memory, could Claire ever 
have imagined she’d be back 
competing against the world’s 
best? “Never,” she 
laughs. “It’s like I’ve 
almost come full 
circle. I’ve been 
to hell but final¬ 
ly got back. 
“When I was 
_ diagnosed I 
f was completely 
written off, I was 
^ told I’d never 
make anything of 
myself, but one of my 
favourite quotes is ‘If they tell 
you what you want to do is 
impossible, they don’t know 
you’. 

“If you don’t try, you will 
never succeed.”

Miles K, 


GUIDE 


HE’S got some voice, Miles Kane. And I’m not 
talking about the raw, 60s dart that shoots 
through his music. 

I'm talking about the Merseyside lilt that 
laconically unspools down the phone line... 

It's much too seductive for a grey Wednesday 
morning, and smacks brilliantly of too many 
cigarettes and too much dancing (if such a thing 
exists). 

The thing is, the achingly cool 27-year-old (28 
this month), often has his voice overlooked in the 
race to detail a lengthy list of famous mates and 
stunning ex-girlfriends. It can't be helped, the 
boy swirls in the slickest of suits, in the smartest 
of circles. 

It all started for him with short-lived indie 
outfit, The Little Flames, before he swiftly moved 
onto fronting The Rascals, showcasing a serious 
knack for playing the guitar and rasping out 
some rock-laced vocals. After they disbanded 
in 2009, Kane teamed up with good friend 
Alex 'Arctic Monkeys' Turner to form the chart 
topping, Mercury Music Prize-nominated, The 
Last Shadow Puppets. And now? Well, he's 
doing quite all right on his own thank you very 
much (don't fret though, Shadow Puppet fans, 
he did half-promise: "I'm sure one day we'll 
reconvene"). 

"I think you always want more don't you?" he 
says bluntly when asked what he thinks of the 
reaction to his solo efforts so far; his 2011 debut, 
Colour of The Trap, and 2013's brash, rollicking, 
Don't Forget Who You Are. "That's a good thing 
because it keeps you hungry and it keeps you 
striving for the next rung on the ladder." 

It's an excellent attitude to have, considering 
the names he's so often grouped with and 
compared to. From Paul Weller, who wrote and 
plays piano on album track Fire in My Fieart 
("He's lovely, he's a top fella and we've grown 
very close. I think well do more together,"), to 
Liam Gallagher and John Lennon. In an 8/10 
review of Don't Forget Who You Are, NME said: 
"Kane couldn't sound more like the former Beatle 
if he tried." You can't even try and argue with 
that. 

Ask Kane what his influences are now though 
and things get a lot more niche. Currently it's 
New York soul singer Charles Bradley, who 
plays with the Menahan Street Band (nope, us 
neither), and Daptone Record label producer 
Tommy Brenneck. "I'm loving that stuff," the 
Birkenhead-born musician buzzes. "They have 
great clobber and they sound really cool. That's 
what's making me tick at the moment." 


Then there's the band he stumbled across 
on New Year's Eve: "I went to this little club 
in Highbury and there was this band called 
Telegram who were playing. They did this half 
hour set but it was cool. 

"I think so anyway," he pauses. "I was 
bladdered so technically they seemed like the 
best band I'd ever seen at that moment in time. 
They were rocking." 

So rocking in fact you'll be able to hear them 
yourself if you get tickets to Kane's Cambridge 
Junction gig; he booked them as his tour 
support. He'll also be joined by his touring band, 
Jay Sharrock on drums, Ben Parsons on keys, Phill 
Anderson on bass and George Moran on rhythm 
guitar. 

Does he miss that feeling of being in a solid, 
permanent band, being part of a group and not 
having the pressure blazing all on his own name? 
"Definitely, I do miss it," he says matter-of-factly, 
explaining how it's toughest when he's not on 
the road and writing (which is what he's "trying" 
to do when we speak a couple of weeks before 
the start of his UK tour). "The thing when you 
are writing is that you can't really go into the 
practice room and jam, like when you're in a 
band and have that support. But I do love doing 
what I'm doing and I wouldn't change it for the 
world. No, no." 

While many bands admit touring and living 
on a bus for months at a time is just a tiring, 
faux-glamorous way of achieving chronic 
homesickness, Kane seems to genuinely adore it. 

"I just loved being on the road," he says 
frankly. "If I had my way I'd just love to stay 
on the road. I just love playing, and I think it's 
playing this second record... I'm missing playing 
those tunes. I just feel that I'm not bored of them 
yet." 

Between the music and a personal life that, 
from the outside, seems split fairly equally 
between Liverpool FC and a roster of beautiful 
girlfriends - models Aygness Deyn and Suki 
Waterhouse (who he lost to Bradley Cooper) 
have both been charmed - the other major factor 
that makes Miles Kane, Miles Kane, is, of course, 
the clothes.

CAPTAIN AMERICA: 

THE WINTER SOLDIER 
(I2A, 136 mins) 

PAST and present collide 
in Anthony and Joe Russo’s 
action-packed sequel to the 2011 
blockbuster, which continues 
to expand the sprawling Marvel 
Comics universe. 

Addressing timely concerns 
about unrest in the Middle East 
and the corruptibility of the 
political establishment, Captain 
America: The Winter Soldier 
is a bombastic, big-budget 
extravaganza that's every bit 
as entertaining as the opening 
chapter. 

Screenwriters Christopher 
Markus and Stephen McFeely 
are duty-bound to deliver a 
miasma of explosive thrills, and 
they don't disappoint. 

A crunching car chase 
involving S.H.I.E.L.D. director 
Nick Fury (Samuel L Jackson) 
is edge-of-the-seat stuff and a 
climactic showdown involving 
the hero and diabolical Hydra 
lets loose the special effects. 

Amidst the death and 
destruction, Markus and 
McFeely flesh out characters 
and back stories, fanning an air 
of fear and paranoia that harks 
back to Cold War thrillers of a 
bygone military age. 

The canny casting of Robert 
Redford in a meaty supporting 


role conjures fond memories 
of Three Days Of The 
Condor, which also explored 
skulduggery within the 
corridors of power. 

Set two years after The 
Avengers, The Winter Soldier 
opens with Steve Rogers (Chris 
Evans) acclimatising to life in 
present day Washington D.C.. 

In his heroic guise as Captain 
America, he leads a daring 
rescue mission at sea, flanked 
by sexy spy Natasha Romanoff 
(Scarlett Johansson) and 

S.H.I.E.L.D.'s counter-terrorism 
unit. 

Soon after, Nick Fury escorts 
Rogers into the bowels of the 
agency's headquarters, which 
houses three state-of-the- 
art heli-carriers. These aerial 
warships, codenamed Project 
Insight, will extinguish threats 
to global peace from the skies, 
killing terrorists before they 
have a chance to strike. 

"I thought the punishment 


usually came after the crime," 
observes Rogers. 

"We can't afford to wait that 
long," retorts Fury coldly. 

Alexander Pierce (Redford), a 
senior member of S.H.I.E.L.D. 
and the World Security Council, 
echoes Fury's grave concerns. 

"To build a better world, 
sometimes you've got to tear 
the old one down," he warns 
Rogers, who seems to be the 
person concerned about the 
moral implications of playing 
judge, jury and executioner 
with the push of a button. 

There's an inescapable feeling 
throughout that this is an 
appetiser to the main course 
of a third film in 2016 and sure 
enough, the Russo brothers' 
picture ends with a cliffhanger. 

True fan boys and girls should 
stay in their seats for the 
obligatory extra scene during 
the end credits that hints at the 
mayhem to come in next year's 
The Avengers: Age Of Ultron.

IF your planting is attracting 
bees, butterflies and other 
wildlife, your shed is devoid of 
pesticides and your fruit and veg 
are strictly organic, then you are 
already heading along the right 
road to eco-friendliness. 

But follow these 10 simple tips 
and you could get even further, 
even faster. 

1 Plant bright flowers such 
as candytuft, sunflowers 
and marigolds, to encourage 
beneficial insects like ladybirds 
and lacewings. These will eat 
aphids such as blackfly, which can 
decimate your flowers and crops. 
Bluebells, cowslips, foxgloves 
and primroses are all wildflowers 
to add colour and beauty to any 
garden. Buy flowers that will 
bloom as late into the autumn as 
possible, to allow more beneficial 
bugs and bees plenty of time to 
pollinate. 

2 Invest in a water butt. Even 
better, blend it in with your 
garden scheme by building a 
wooden casing around it and 
painting it, suggests DIY power 
tool experts Dremel (www. 
dremel.co.uk). Alternatively, buy 
an old wine barrel as an attractive 
alternative and customise it 

so you can fill a watering can. 
Wooden water butts need

to stand above ground level, 
allowing the wood to breathe 
from beneath. 

3 Create your own makeshift 
mulch. If you have collected 
leaves to make leaf mould over 
the years, this will act as a great 
mulch in spring. Alternatively, use 
compost, bark or garden clippings 
which have been shredded. 

4 Consider 'companion 
planting' to ward off predators. 
Many plant combinations mask 
each other with scent. The smell 
of Tagetes (French marigolds) will 
deter whitefly, while garlic and 
other alliums have been used as 
companions to keep pests at bay. 
Trailing nasturtiums repel woolly 
aphids, while bugle extract repels 
cabbage white caterpillars. In a 
similar way, leeks repel carrot 
flies, okra shields peppers from 
wind, while tall crops provide a 
canopy for short ones, such as 


lettuce and spinach, which prefer 
partial shade in the heat. 

5 Recycle everyday packaging 
to use in your garden. Plastic 
cartons which have held pre¬ 
packed veg can be adapted as 
seed trays, yoghurt pots which 
have been thoroughly cleaned 
can be used to raise seedlings 
and larger plastic bottles with 
the bottoms cut off can work as 
makeshift cloches around young 
vulnerable plants. Large wooden 
crates can be used to store fruit 
and veg later on in the season. 

6 Set up a worm compost bin if 
you only have a small space, and 
make a home for some small, red 
tiger worms, which you can buy. 
Use a wooden box with holes and 
a lid for a worm compost bin., 
add a layer of moist, shredded 
newspaper and soil for their 
bedding, then feed them once 

a week with vegetable peelings 
wrapped in newspaper or paper 
towels. Every two or three 
months, the rich, fine compost 
will be ready to use. 

7 Use solar power to light the 
path to your front door. Solar 
lights fixed into the ground store 
energy at low cost in the daytime 
and light the way to your front 
door in the dark. Cut niches into 
your paving stones by using a 


compact saw or plant them either 
side of your path in the garden 
borders. 

8 Make a compost bin if you 
don't already have one. To make 
a simple wooden compost bin 
simply cut wooden slats to size 
and screw them together at right 
angles. Sand down any sharp 
edges or splintered wood, then 
prepare your compost by layering 
grass cuttings, leaves and natural 
waste from your kitchen (such as 
paper, cardboard and vegetable 
peelings) and turn regularly. Once 
the waste has rotted, it should be 
an ideal supply to mix with your 
garden top soil. 

9 Charge battery-powered 
equipment the smart way. If 
your garden tools are battery- 
powered, bear in mind that the 
prices charged for electricity 
may vary at different times of 
the day and night. Once you 
have the details you can start 
saving money by charging 
batteries during off-peak hours. 
Additionally, lithium-ion batteries 
retain their charge even if they 
haven't been used for some time. 

10 Minimise your non- 
permeable hard landscaping, such 
as pavers set in concrete. Create 
boundaries with hedging rather 
than fencing if you can.

Firms give a mixed 


reaction to Budget

NEXT year’s Budget will give busi¬ 
nesses in the Ely area a boost - but 
more is still needed. 

That’s the message from John Bridge 
OBE, chief executive of Cambridge¬ 
shire Chambers of Commerce. 

Speaking last Wednesday, when the 
Budget was revealed, Mr Bridge said: 
“Today’s speech has seen the Govern¬ 
ment taking positive steps in the right 
direction, but much remains to be 
done particularly in relation to the big 
ticket items. Our roads and infrastruc¬ 
ture have been lacking in investment 
for many years and, consequently, 
there is a backlog of deficiencies that 
need to be tackled. 

“A key business priority as always is 
infrastructure delivery, which means 
schemes actually being actioned and 
not just announced. 

“Although it was seen by many as a 
low-key budget, fundamental ele¬ 
ments of the speech are really what 
businesses wanted and indeed had 
expected to hear from the Chancellor.”

wspecialists in Ely, has mixed feelings 
about the Budget. 

She said: “It’s unlikely this Budget 
will do much to change the view from 
small business that the Government is 
not listening to their concerns. 

“Doubling the Annual Investment 
Allowance for businesses to £500,000 
and extending it to 2015 is all well and 
good, but without access to vital 
finance for growth the measure is 


meaningless for many local business 
owners. 

“The Chancellor did confirm meas¬ 
ures already announced in his Aut¬ 
umn Statement, however, including 
the £2,000 cut to employer’s National 
Insurance costs, which is a strong 
incentive for creating new jobs. 

“The continued freeze on fuel duty is 
also a lifeline for many trades people 
and service providers who make home 
visits. 

“The new announcement that the 
Help to Buy scheme will be extended 
to 2020 is great news for local traders 
involved in the construction industry, 
including builders, electricians, 
plumbers and estate agents.” 

“Offering half a billion pounds of 
finance to small house building firms 
is particularly welcome. 

“And, in addition to the 2 per cent 
cap on business rates, retail premises 
such as local pubs, cafes, restaurants 
and charity shops receive some much- 
needed support with the promised 
discount of up to £1,000 on business 
rates for premises with a rateable 
value of up to £50,000.”

Ely triumph in the Eastern Counties Plate final 


ELY under-14s won the Eastern 
Counties Plate after a thrilling final 
at Woodbridge.
